Dicl) rtKuruug All Saints' day, the 


first dny of Noveraher, recalls to the 
people of the city of Lisbon the most 
awful event In the history of that coun- 
try or Indeed In all Europe, the great 
earthquake of 1755 
At 9 o'clock in 


the uiornlug on a day clear and serene 
came a hollow rumbling sound, as of 
thunder, and immediately after the ter- 
rible convulsion of the earth which 
shook down houses and buried or 
crushed 30,000 persons 
Many of the 


churches were at tho time filled with 
their congregations, and each one be- 
came o huge catacomb entombing its 
worshipers.

In the city 


prison 800 were killed and to the hos- 
pital 1,200.
